San Francisco, Cal., Ju ly 22.—The 
steamer Columbia, bound from San 
Fraqclsco for Portland, collided with 
the lumber steamer Sau Pedro Sat­ 
urday at midnight off Shelter Cove, 
Mendociao comity, during 
a 
heavy 
fog. 


The Columbia w'as cut dowm to the 
water’s edge, and sank in about five 
minutes after being struck. 
About 
one hundred persons sank with^ her 
to a watery grave. 
The rest of tho«e 
cji 
board, 
numbering about eighty, 
were saved by clinging onto the San 
Pedro, from which vessel they were 
rescued some hours later 
by 
the 
steamer Roanoke. 
Capt. P. A. Doran, of the C'diim- 
bia, went down with his vessel. 
The San Pedro was picked up by 
the steamer George W . 
Elder and 
towed into Eureka this morning. 
The Columbia was an iron screw' 
steamer of 2,700 tons and was owned 
by the San Francisco and Portland 
Steamship Ce. 
W hen the collision occurred aP on 
board were asleep except the w’atch 
on 
duty, 
lookout 
and 
officer 
on 
the bridge. 
Frantic efforts were made by the 
helmsmen on each vessel 
to avert 
the collision, but of no avail. 
Alarm s 
were sounded and the terrified pas­ 
sengers scrambled 
from

every effort to escape, but the time 
w’as too short to use the usual life- 
saving apparatus. 
A life raft w'as

D. D., of Wasiiiiigton, D. C. 
There was a large attendance, not 
only of Methodists, but of other de­ 
nominations as w'ell. and of visitors 
who are in attendance at tlie Cl’au- 
tauqua.

The church wa.s opened 
for public w'orship by Dr. H. G. Ja ck ­ 
son, of Chicago, a former pastor, iu 
189t. 
A Methodist church cannot be dedi­ 
cated until it is entirely free of debt, 
and it w*as not until September 12, 
1906, that the First M. E. church had 
wiped out every penny of indebted­ 
ness against it, thanks to the faititbil 
w'oric of the pastor and! the officers of 
the church. 
W hen to formally 
dedicate 
the 
church and by whom came next in 
order, and when it w*as learned that 
Rev. Eugene May, D. D., of the na­ 
tional capitel, w'oiild be here iu at­ 
tendance at the Chautauqua on Sun­ 
day, Ju ly 22, it w*as determined to 
request him to dedicate the church. 
Rev. M ay readily consenteil, and the 
seli»ctioii w'rfB a truly happy one, the 
St rvices of yesterday l)eing among 
the most beautiful and impressive in 
the history of the Methodist church 
in Sedalia. 
In connection with yesterday’s ded­ 
ication the follow'ing statistics 
re­ 
garding the cliurch are tim ely: 
The 
first Methodist sermon w*as preached 
in Sedalia in 1861 by Rev. Natban 
Shumate, D. D. 
The church was or­ 
ganized with seven members in July, 
1864. by Rev. C. E. Carpenter.

sioner, arrived in Fayette last Friday, 


as chronicled in Sunday’s Democrat- 


Sentinel, having driven overland from 
Columbia. 
Mr. 
H ill is on a tour ol 
inspection, seeking the most feasible 
route for 
the 
proposed 
state 
road 
from St. Louis to Kansas City. 
Mr. H ill stated that the route he 
W’oiild 
recommend 
would 
depend 
largely upon where the 
material is 
cheapest and the county most thick­ 
ly settled. 
W herever pri|[:tical, the 
road will run through 
county 
seat 
tow'ns. If either the north or central 
route is chosen the 
Missouri river 
will have to be bridged. If the south-» 
ern route is selected, w*hich the peo­ 
ple of Pettis county hope W'ill be the 
case, the Gasconade and Osage rivers 
will have to be bridged, and Mr. H ill 
stated that the cost of the tw'o bridges 
on the southern 
route 
w*ould 
equal 
that across the Missouri, while they 
would be in more peril at all times 
from 
overflow's, 
because 
of 
the 
treachery of those waters. 
The 
proposed 
highway 
will 
be 
eighteen feet wide, w'ith a liberal al­ 
lowance on each side for 
a 
nicely 
graveled dirt road, which 
w ill 
be 
largely used in good 
weather, 
as 
Mr. H ill stated there is no road that 
equals a w*ell kept dirt road in good 
weather. 
At thi«^, point Mr. H ill stated that 
the split log drag w’as the greatest 
device known for keeping the 
dirt 
roads in good condition. He advocat­ 
ed working county roads on the con­ 
tract plan altogether, and said 
that 
force should be used if necessary to 
prevent county dirt roads being w’ork- 
ed during the summer months. Dirt 
roads should never be worked while 
dry hut wdiile moist. 
The right t)f way for the new* state 
road will he sixty feet wide. Mr. H ill 
approximates the cost of building the 
road at $4,000 a mile. Farms along­ 
side the road would pay the heaviest 
tax because of the most direct bene­ 
fit. The further removed from 
the 
road the smaller the tax would be on 


la r n i s . 
Mr. Hill stated that such a road as 
w*ill be built w ill last fifteen or twen­ 
ty years before repairs will have to 
he made. The value of such a road 
is more local than 
otherw’ise, 
and 
after the value of such a 
road 
has 
been demonstrated, county courts w*ill 
be besieged w*ith 
petitions 
for rock 
roads in every direction in the coun­ 


ty. 
Mr. H ill stated that the state high­ 
way engineer w*as compelled by law 
tc» give all aid possilde w*ithout any 
cost whatever to any and all counties 
desiring his services in the matter of 
hiiggestions, 
plfens, 
estimates, 
etc., 
relative to the building of roads and 
l»ridges. 
When asked the question, w*ould 
a 
line of freight motor cars be run over 
the state highway Mr. H ill stated that 
there was always some person to take 
hold of such an enterprise and make 
it a success. He also stated that he 
thought the building of the highw'ay 
would be an incentive for the con­ 
struction of a cross-state trolley line, 
for civilization would follow* the new* 
road. 
'i*** % 
Prof. T. Borry Smith, 
of Fayette, 
suggests that if the central route is 
adopted that the road be called Col­ 
lege avenue, 
because 
of 
the 
large 
number 
of 
college 
tow'iis 
through 
which the road would pass. 
Judge .John R. Harrison, of Fayette, 
who helped frame the new road law, 
said he would give the right of w*ay 
and $2,000 cash if the 
road passed 
bis farm. Howard county hopes to be 
on the line of the road, if either the 
north or the central route is adopted. 


J route, which he stated, if built, would 
touch the county seat in each coun­ 
ty, with the exception 
of Lafayette 
county, where it would pass through 
Higginsville. if the central route is 
chosen a bridge over the Missouri riv­ 
er at Arrow Rock w’ill have to be 
constructed. 
Tbis, 
Mr. 
H ill stated, 
would cost in the 
neighborhood of 
$150,000, and the 
revenue 
for 
that 
purpose w'as not in any way provided 
for at this time. 


On Monday Mr. H ill w’ill start on 
the inspection of the southern route 
and then go to the northern route.

The Names of “ Osborn,” “ Love” and 
“ Johnson” Figure in the Sensa- 
tion, According to the Boon- 
villc Democrat. 


The facts surrounding the finding 
of the body of a litle girl babe buried 
in a crude box on the bluff overlook­ 
ing the Missouri river on the Rudolph 
Toennes’ farm just west of this city 
a few w'eeks ago has at last been 
solved by the authorities, who are 
now* in full possession of all the de­ 
tails, says Saturday’s Boonville Demo­ 
crat. 


.Its mother w*as a Mrs. Effie Os­ 
born, or Love, who w*as visiting here 
from Sedalia, and she gave birth to 
the babe in a house on Spring street, 
between Fourth and Fifth streets, in 
this city, on May 30, I>ecoration Day. 
A well-known physician, whose eth­ 
ics are above reproach, attended her, 
and placed the infant in an incuba­ 
tor, w'here it died two hours later. 
The mother asked that her husban^ 
be called by telephone, and a mar 
came 
and 
introduced 
himself 
a; 
“ Mr. Love,” the husband and father, 
hut it was learned later that his 
right name was Cecil Johnson, and 
that he was a well-known clerk in a 
prominent store there. 
He took a fatherly interest in the 
welfare of the w'onian and the dead 
infant, and made arrangements for 
its burial. 
He had the box made at 
Cochran’s carpenter shop and prom­ 
ised the mother that it should 
taken back to Sedalia fuTTtiTeriii» 
He left the house about 10 o’clock 
that 
night, 
bearing the body, and 
nothing was seen of him until next 
day, and the woman says she never 
suspected but that he had buried it 
as lie promised.

roster w'ould 
he an appropriate and 
valuable addition to the history of 
he civil war, and would be the means 
of giving a public recognition to the 
enlisted men that has’ heretofore heon 
reserved to the commissioned officers. 
After completion of the work, cf>n- 
gress w'ill be asked to authorize Its 
publication. 
Wliile it is a matter o f fact tb it 
be war department reco rds co ntain 
the names o f all federal so ldiers, it 
is equall>; true that they o nly co ntain 
the names o f 
Co nfederate 
so ldiers 
who were in priso n o r paro led at the 
clo se o f the war. In o rder to make 
this co mpleie, as to the Co nfederate 
so ldier, effo rts will be made to su])ldy 
the names o f tho se who enlisted and 
died in camp, o » ’ were killed In bat­ 


tle. 
ATI of the southern states, with tha» 
evreption of MIssoifI. have hereto­ 
fore compiled and published roster.s 
of their Confederate soldiers, pud it 
now becomes the duly of the surviv­ 
ing Confederate soldiers to take up 
the matter and prepare a list of all 
Missouri Confederate soldiers, giving 
name, rank, date of enlistment, place 
of enlistment, name or letter of rank, 
names of officers of the conii)any, 
regiment and brigade, and other par­ 
ticulars of service. 
It is believed that relatives and 
friends of deceased soldiers w'ouid he 
able to furnish reliable information, 
and the files of old newspapers may 
be of much service in getting names 
and fixing dates.

It costs the state of 
Missouri $1,- 
500 in money and requires five years

the St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

is the estimate of 
the managers 
of 
the State Industrial Home for Girls, 
located at Chillicothe. 
There are 162 girls 
in 
the 
home 
from all parts 
of 
the state. 
The 
county from w'hich the girl is 
sent 
pays $75 a year for her maintenance. 
When a bad boy is sent to the Train­ 
ing School for 
Boys, 
at 
Boonville, 
also supported by the state, the coun­ 
ty from which he is sent pays $120 a 
year for his supix irt. 
The» board be­ 
lieves that in view of the good work 
being done by the 
institutions 
and 
the increasing number of inmates It 
is only just that the 
state 
should 
put each on equal terms, and should 
meet all the ex penses of both institu­ 
tions. 
For the salaries of the offlcera and 
teachers and for the support of the 
institution the legislature appropriat­ 
ed $37,000 for two years. 
It figured 
that the actual cost per pupil in the 
home, outside

The b right golden dandelion b los­ 
soms, not the roots, make an ex cel­ 
lent tonic wine or 
cordial. 
Choose 
them from a clean piece of grass, 
rinse quickly to ex pel any 
insects, 
then cover with ^ b oiling water. 
Let 
this stand in a warm place, b ut not 
to cook fast, for ab out five minutes, to 
insure a strong infusion. 
Now press 
hard to ex tract all the juices. W hen 
strained 
and 
measured 
you 
must 
sweeten to taste—it will take quite a 
good deal ot sugar—and add b randy. 
Allow one pini of b randy to every 
four gallons of the dandelion sirup. 
Put it in gla.ss jars or b ottles until 
ferm entation ceases, then reb ottle and 
seal. W ines are usually kept filled up 
as they “work,” so that the ferm ent­ 
ing m aterial on the top can fall out­ 
side. 
W hen It has ceased working 
b ottle it freshly and seal it. 
A dandelion wine that has no spirit 
added and is not ferm ented m akes a 
very pjeasant and healthful 
drink. 
This reciiie was ob tained from a wom­ 
an who m akes it lor custom ers in the 
sub urb s. 
It is an old English recipe. 
She also makes fine English plum pud­ 
ding, and these little sales add to her 
small income ob tained from keeping 
a tollhouse. 
Take two heaping q uarts of dande­ 
lion flowers, add four q uarts of b oiling 
water. Let stand fo r 24 hours. Strain 
and add three pounds of sugar and two 
lemons sliced thin. 
Boil all *'or 15 
m inutes and b ottle. 
If not 
desired 
very sirupy, then scant the sugar al­ 
lowance. 
An orange could replace the 
lemon if desired. 
This is the easiest of the several 
recipes giveu. 
A dandelion wine that has yeast add­ 
ed to it tc start ferm entation, also ob ­ 
tained in Pennsylvania, is made from 
three q uarts ot 
dandelion 
b lossoms, 
three pounds of white sugar and one 
gallon of w ater and two > oranges and 
lemons. 
Place the b lossoDis in an earthen 
Jar or deep b owl. 
Pour the w ater 
over b oiling hot. 
Let them stand un­ 
covered. 
Nex t m orning strain and 
add the sugar and b oil this sirup for 
half an hour. Pare the lemons 
and 
oranges very thin, rejecting all the in­ 
ner white portion. 
Brui.se the par 
Ings thoroughly and add to the ab ove 
ingredients. 
W hen cooled until ab out lukewarm, 
add one-fourth of a yeast cake. 
Let 
all stand a week or tfui days to fer­ 
ment. 
Strain and then b ottle. Do not 
cork it tight until it has done work­ 
ing.
